acute c.lle caused by over-eating 
wliiie clover, which Is mere abund- 
ant upua pasture fields tula season 
tiiin ever before. 
The following 


simple »emcdy suggested by an ex- 
change may prove valmble to some 
whose cattle Have been affected: 


Somstbing seldom heard of before 


Is reported in numerous cases from 
all parts of the country this tear. 
We refer to the foundering of cattle 
oa white clover, which Is in greater 
abundance than ever before known. 
A number of valuable cows have died 
from the eating of this clover; In fact 
It seems to be more fatal than the 
red clover. If the animal thus suf- 
fering is found la time it may be re- 
lieved by simply placing a emil! 
stick in its mouth, thus preventing 
Its abutting. The stick may be tied 
to the horns and held there for some 
t<me. Whea the gassej from vhe 
clover begin to form in the animal's 
stomach it invariably keeps its mouth 
tightly closed, thus preventlcg the 
escapa of the gas which finally kills 
If allowed to acaumulate. By pre- 
vctttlng The mouth being closed the 
gas escapci. We are told that cons 
save been seen In pasture this year 
with bridles on, the bit being kept 
in the mouth for the object above 
stated."

The records show that during the 


year there were 23 prosecutions

with* intent to kill, 6 for blackmail- 
ing;, and l for other crimes. Four of 
the persons convicted were sentenced 
to the penitentiary, 4 were only fined, 
4 were imprisoned in the jail.

^ find its wcy into every crevice, thor- 


oughly excluding the air. Wnetner it 
will last longer or be more effective 
than when, thinned with gasoline 1 
cannot state. There can now be pur- 
chased in the market tar paint ready 
for application. In our experience with 
this the man who wag painting the in- 
terior was twice overcome by the nox- 
ious gases and was compelled to leave 
the silo. Gas tar may be purchased very 
cheaply and when heated slightly 
makes a very efficient paint. 


Trinidad asphalt may be purchased for 


about $3 a barrel. This, if used alone, 
is so brittle upon becoming hard that it 
soon cracks and is worthies*. Mixed in 
the proportion of nine parts Trinidad 
asphalt to cue part of gas tar, and heat- 
ed, it makes a valuable application for 
roofs, stable floors or silo. 


Te Prevent Bos; Cholera. 


A Wisconsin stock grower, writing to 


the Iowa Homestead, says: 


We believe, if you could educate the 


breeders and feeders how to feed and 
iako care of their hogs, there would be 
very little hog cholera in the country. 
We believe hog cholera can be prevent- 
ed. We have raised hogs for 85 years 
and have had cholera but once during 
that time. There is too much corn fed 
to pigs. A variety of feed should be fed 
Young pigs should get very little com 
until they are 6 months old. If they 
are fed for health and growth the first 
six months of their lives with proper 
care, the chances are they never will 
have cholera. Afterward they should 
have the run of a good grass pasture 
and all the ealtand ashes they will eat, 
plenty of mill feed, good water, and 
above all a good place to sleep in. The.ir 
pens should be cleaned out every day, 
and their bedding twice a week. If 
farmers would grow more root crops 
and less corn and feed their hogs a good 
supply during the winter, there would 
be loss cholera in the country.

Thousands of ;scre« of laud that baa 
heretofore bet-u virgin soil aud has 
never been used for anything bat graz- 
ing fcr sheep or cattle is being con- 
verted into great lields of sngar beets, 
and some $5.000,000 will be invested iu 
beet sngar factories iu the southwest 
alone in the next 12 months. In present- 
ing the foregoing statistics the New 
York Tribune also ca!!f anoutiou to tSje 
new western plants as follows: 


Two new sugar factories are approach- 


ing completion in California, one at 
Aluiaitos, in the vicinity of Los Ange- 
les, and the other at Suhuas, iu central 
California. The people of Phenix, A. 
T., and the settlers in the Gila valley 
are discussing the feasibility of bonding 
that region for a $700,000 sugar factory 
and refinery that will utilize the prod- 
uct of beets from 8,000 acres of laud in 
central Arizcna. The foundation for a 
rogar factory, to have a capacity of 800 
tons of beets a day, is laid at Boswell, 
N. M. The Mormons have bad such suc- 
cess vritb their factory at Lehi, Utah, 
that they have contracted for the ma- 
chinery for a new beet sngar factory of 
1,000 tons capacity, to be bnilt iu the 
neighborhood of Provo. 


A company of Frenchmen, of whom 


Lazard Freres, the Parisian bankers, are 
members, has decided to invest some 
$1,000,000 iu four beet sugar factories 
in California, New Mexico and Texas 
in thu next two yean. They have rep- 
resentatives now spying out eligible lo- 
calities for growing sugar beets. The 
final decision as to the exact location of 
the factories will probably be announced 
from Paris some time this snminer. 
Then a (syndicate cf San Francisco, St. 
Louis and Chicago capitalists has de- 
cided to build three of the largest beet 
sngar factories in the world, each hav- 
ing a daily capacity of 4,000 tons of 
beets, in the Arkansas valley, in Col- 
orado. Tbe building of these immense 
works is to begin before August. The 
factories, ell complete and equipped, 
will cost |5,000,000, and tracts have 
been devoted to growing sngar beets. 


While there has been a woeful depre- 


ciation in all farm lands throughout 
Kansas and Nebraska, the value of" tbe 
acres planted to sngar beets in those 


it** bis riwn from 400 to 800 per 


cent. This year the area or sugar beet 
land there is again extended.

Alkali Water In Colorado. 


W. W. Cooke, writing from the Col- 


orado experiment station to Rural New 
Yorker, says: For a person who moves 
to an alkali district and takes the water 
into the system for the first time small 
doses of paregoric for the first few days 
are advisable. After that nature will 
take the matter in hand and accommo- 
date the system to the new beverage. It 
•would be difficult to claim that there 
was any bad effect to either man or 
beast from living on alkali soil or 
drinking alkali water. We are in a 
country where, within a few miles, can 
be found farms of all grades, from 
strongly alkaline to those nearly free 
from alkali. Practically all of the soil 
from the Bocky mountains to western 
Kansas and Nebraska has a good deal 
of alkali. Where it is not strong enough 
to form a white crust on top it does not 
seem to injure vegetation. 


Some of the most successful sheep 


raising done iu this country has been 
accomplished where the only water 
available is strongly alkaline. Personal- 
ly the ouly objection I have to alkali 
water is that it docs not quench thirst. 
I require from two to three times as 
much alkali water as river water. It 
also tends to ciack tho lips and chap 
the bauds. Outside of those minor dis- 
advantages, I would 1)0 jnst as willing 
to take alkali water as the best artesian 
well water. 


Trial at Hay Capo. 


The frequent and extended uso of the 


three styles of hay caps—viz, the 
Symmes' paper board, oiled cotton and 
cotton impregnated with tauniij, has 
led to the following conclusions at the 
Massachusetts batch experiment station: 
1. Caps of some sort are extremely 
useful, especially with such crops as 
clorer, millet, oats and peas and other 
slow curing crops, especially those 
much injured by excessive handling. 
2. The Symmes1 cap is meet quickly 
applied—an important point—and is 
best liked. It appears to be wearing 
very well. 3. Of the two styles of cloth 
caps in use, those impregnated with 
tuiiijiu aro most durable. Tliu oiled caps 
are more mildewed than the others anil 
have become much more torn. 4. It 
has been found that in gome cases, 
where clover has been cocked quite 
green and covered vvitli thu three kinds 
of caps and allowed to stand for some 
time with frequent rains, it has kept 
better under the cloth tlian under the 
Symraea' caps. Tho porosity of tho for- 
mer iu aneh cases appears to b« uu ad- 
vantage.

friendly conference between employer 
and employed which averts the strike 
and preserves the peace. The history of 
our stronger trades unions proves this. 


That the label is the boycott's substi- 


tute. It puts good will in place of sav- 
agery. Instead of tearing down tbe bad 
man's trade it builds tbe good one's np. 
The fair employer, asked about his help, 
is proud to say: "My men and I are ou 
good terras. See the label on our work." 


That a consolidation of union label 


interests, besides giving added power to 
each affiliating union, has the approval 
of pnblic opinion because all is harmony 
:here—the Label league has no disputes; 
no quarrels between organizations under 
this banner; no conflicting grievances 
to waste the time aud patience of the 
*-^-^&--^;, iu; ojiiikuifc'jlic s:ilk;_ t-.- 
threaten civic order. 


That the label condemns tenement and 


sweatshop production for tbe benefit of 
the worker and the sanitary world. 


That the label never tempts "Chris- 


tian civilization" to assist the factory 
tyrant in the soulless system which is 
crushing out tho young life blood of our 
race. It would keep the child at school, 
run the mill with adnlt labor and en- 
shrine the workman's home. 


That tbe label largely solves the con- 


vict labor piotilern, when tho state 
adopts this emblem as tho mark by 
which her people may readily distin- 
guish public work done under just con- 
ditions. Montana has just enacted a law 
that requires the union label upon offi- 
cial printing for all tho state depart- 
ments. A statute like this in New York 
would have prevented the prison com 
petition which now menaces tbe joint 
interests of employer aud employed in 
the printing trade. 
Utica, N. Y., for- 


bids the use in public works of any 
iron molding that does not bear the 
Holders' union trademark of fair pro- 
duction. Thirty city councils through- 
cut the United States have passed ordi- 
nances requiring th«i union label upon 
pnblic printing as a guaruuten to tax- 
payers that state laws calling for tbe 
payment of "prevailing" wages aud the 
employment of citizen labor are not 
evaded or circumvented by conniving 
politicians and contractors. 


To sum np, tbe cntirn community 


should uiiito in promoting tho union 
label: 


Brcunse it supersedes tho strike, the 


lockout and the destructive boycott; it 
is the outward manifestation of harmo- 
uy between employer and workman, 
binding both parties to maiutain their 
friendly relations ami ths continued ap- 
proval jtnd patronage of a discrimi- 
nating public.

the milk as well as tho health of the 
auimals. The remedy in this case is to 
provide more rcom for the stock and 
better ventilation. 


The stable should be kept as clean as 


possible and the cowa well bedded and 
clean. The utmost cleanliness should 
be ob'served in milking. All dirt should 
be brushed from the cow before begin- 
ning to milk, and it is best to dampen 
the odder and flank of the cow, so as to 
prevent the dnet and fine dirt from fall 
ing into the milk. The milk should be 
strained immediately after milking and 
not allowed to stand in the cow stable 
any longer than is absolutely necessary. 
—Bulletin United States Department

She was allowed the liberty of the 


hallway and escaped Saturday even- 
lag. She was captured and returned 
to the jail and locked in the cell 
again. It was believed that she 
would be perfectly safe there, but it 
was discovered later that she w&s 
safe nowhere.

Crude Oil

It is aa ill wind tbat blows nobody 


good. The strike of the ccal miners 
has thrown thousands of men out of 
employment acd caused such an ad- 
vance in the price of that form of 
fuel that there seems to be a strong 
inclination on tbe part of many large 
consumers to adopt crude oil as the 
most available substitute. An artl 
cle in the Toledo Blade touching this 
subject says: 


Many of the oil operators of tbe 


city are gleefully rubbing their hands 
to-day in anticipation of increased or- 
ders of crude oil for fuel, while they 
repeat the old saw, "It's an ill wind 
that blows nobody good." The In- 
creased orders of crude oil come by 
reason of tbe miners' strike, which 


ill undoubtedly raise tbe price of 


ccal a few notches. 


Tbe manufacturers of the city are 


not inclined to pay high prices for 
coal when oil can be easily obtained 
at a cheap figure, and many of tbe 
factories have oil burners In each 
sbaps tbat they can be quickly 
placed under tbe boilers 
A promi- 


nent manufacturer said this morn- 
ing: 


"When tbe price of coal goes above 


tbe figure we are now paying, and 
tbe consumption is juit as great as 
Formerly, we can save a neat sum by 
tearing out tbe grates and placing 
the oil burners under the boilers, 
especially with oil at 60 cents a bar- 
rel. Unless the dealers can give us 
she assurance that coal will be sup- 
plied in quantities to meet all de- 
mands, and that it will be delivered 
promptly on oar orders, then is bat 
>ne way out of the difficulty, and 
tbat lies in the use of crude oil 


"Many of tbe factories were using 


;arge quantities of oil some time ago, 
but for some reason tbe Standard 
shut down on them and refused to 
sell crude oil at any price. Since 
ihat time tbe use has been limited, 
but, in my opinion, it will become 
general again by reason of the strike, 
ind it the oil companies will continue 
to sell at a price that compares favor- 
ably witb coal, there is no reason in 


e world why any of tbe manufac- 


turers should return to the use oi 
coal under their boilers/' 


Ballroad men are of the opinion 


that tbe coal operators can promise 
bo supply coal in limited quantities, 
and in proof of the assertion point to 
the fact that many of the roads are 
releasing the coal now in their yards 
and allowing it to proceed according 
to consignment.
